This letter is not intended to criticise or aliiise you if y<M 
differ from ui, but to appeal to you am patriotic citizen to do the thing that i* best for you, for jant 
homcaad yonr Country. We think that any Rcpnblican who goca ofT after the ao-called "PrpgreaaiTc 
Party," will act againet hia own interest as well as the beat intrreat of hia country. W« mnat bear in 
mind that Mr. Rooaevelt baa (|uit the Republican party. He aara he \* not a Repnblicwk He aays 
that bia party ia a new pnrty. lie instructa the people who nre for liitn to get oat of the Republican 
party. You eMoot be a Kcpiiblican, and at the tamt time belong to the Progreaaive Party. 

You aar how will that ^fect Me? Laat Winter the Kentucky Lcgialatnre paaaed a 
atate primary law, and tlmt law defines what is a Political Tarty. It provides that no organization 
ia a political party, unless it cast 20% of the entire vote of the atate This so called Progressive Party 
will not be • Politieal Party under thia Primary' Law mlcaa they Rct aomcthing like 100,000 Totea tbia 
fall, and if it is not a Political Partv. it cannot have candidates on the ballot in the State Primary next 
year. We know that the Progressive Party cannot >;et the rc4uired number of TOtea. The rcgiatration 
of votes in various towns in the state a short time ago, ahowediiiat the Republican Party got about 10 
to 1 over the Progreaaive Party. The Progressive Party aupportera and lendera erery where ani deaert- 
ing it, and admit that it ia a failure, and ia loosing ground every day. Accordinff to the leKiatration, 
the Progrcaaitrc Party will not get more tlian five per cent of the votes in the State Therr is tlie City 
ol LexinctORf that regietcrcd more than 340O Kepublicana, and 112 Progreaaives. VViucheater registered 
more thon 700 Repnblicana and only about 68 P rogrea a ive a . The Regiatratioa in Corbin waa ge Re> 
publicans and 1 Progressive Tliis is the luniie ol H. II. Seavy the I'rogrossive ' andidate for Congreaa. 
Middleaboro registered nearly K)0 Republicans and 07 Progressives, and thus it was all over the state. 

Thia provea beyond a donbt that the Progressive I'arty will not become a Political 
Party under this Primary Law, and if yon vote with this Progressive Party, you cannot be a candidate 
or voter in the State Primary in this County next year. The Progressive pnrty will not be entitled to 
have any candidates on the liallot. This is the Law. You can re.ad it for yourself . These men wlio are 
trying to get yon to vote the Prugaeaaive Party and leave the Log Cabin tbia year have not told you that 
it ia entirely a new Party, and tbia will diaqunlify you from being a voter or candidate in the Primary 
next year. Why should you leave the Log < 'al>in.' Wh.il retnrii will yon ;;et for giving up yoor party, 
aod tbna depriving yourself ol being a voter or candidate in the Primary next year.

TEDDY ROOSE- 
VELT SHOT 

Wounds not Serious 
and He Will Soon 
^ Recover 



MILWAUKEE. WIS., Oct. 14. 
— Theodore Roosevelt was shot and 
Wounded tonight as he was leaving 
the Gilpatriek Hotel for the Audi- 
torium to make a speec h . Despite 
his wound the Colonel weat on to 
the hall and began his apcceh after 
he had seen the assailant arrested 
and taken to the police station. 

With the Colonel were Philip 

Sooeevelt, a young eoasin, .Mr 
oehems, Mr. Martin and Capt. 
Girard. 

The crowd preaaed cloae about 
dke Colonel and gave a cheer as he 

appear, d. .\s the party approached 
the aiitoinubile, Col. Koosevelt'a 
eompanion^ stood aaide and he 

Sepped into the car. .Martin en- 
red directly behind him. and est 
on the further side of the car. 
■ Col. Rooaevelt atood up waving 
hps hat in anawer to the cheers of 
the crowd. The assassin was 
Standing in the crowd a few feet 
from the automobile. He puahed 
his wav tn the side of the car and 
raising his gun tired. 

Martin caught the flash, and leap- 
ed over the car a aecond after the 
ballet aped on ita way. 

'Col. Roosevelt b.arelv niDVtd as 
t^ ahot waa hred. Belore the 
crowd knew what had happened, 
Martin, who is six feet tall and n 
former football player, had laiulcd 
aquarely on the assassin's should- 
ers and had borne him to the ground. 

The fourth rib on Colonel Roose- 
velt's right side was fractured by 
the bullet which atruck him. Thia 
became known Wedneaday. It 
w.'is also learned th.at the x-rav 
photograph taken in .Milwaukee 
failed to reveal the exact location of 
the bullet. .\ more minute exam- 
ination ol the place will be made 
this afternoon. 

The fractured rib, it waa explain- 
ed, bad caused pain in breathing. 

Schrank is a fore-gner and dis 
patcbea from bis native country, 
Bavaria, atate that he ia an army 
deaerter. His trial will not be bad 
until after the election. Schrank is 
the man that fired the ahot.
